The extraordinary warmth of the weather 
which has been prevailing the past few days 
calls forth a certain degree of astonishment 
even from those who do not feel its debilitating 
effects.

FIGHTING SAVAGES. 


The Fierce Mountain Utes—Thornbdrgh a 
Dead Shot—A Visit to Agent Meeker—Gen. 
Pleasonton’s Experience. 

The Colored Troops Fought Nobly. 
[From the Chicago Tribune. | 

In regard to Capt. Dodge’s action, the officers 
atGen. Sheridan’s headquarters express the 
highest commendation, and are, many of them, 
inclined to believe that, hud he not made his 
junction with Payne, the latter would have 
fared still worse. Capt. Dodge was under no 
orders soto do, but made a perilous march 
through the Indian country with a small com- 

pany of forty men, and forced his way into a 

camp of about 150 men, who were unable to 

zet out. It is the opinion of competent author- 
ities-that this company of colored troops is one 
of the bravest in the service, and ‘‘ftight like 
devils.’’ The Indians bave a peculiar hatred 
for these colored troops, which the latter re- 
turninkind, so thatitis more awar of races 
between them than between the whites and the 
Indians. 


Piah and Grant. 
{From the Denver Tribune.] 

Piah, oneofthe chiets supposed to be en- 
gaged inthe present outbreak, bad been to 
Washington. One cold day Gov. McCook came 
into his office and found Piah hugging a stove, 
Thinkingita good chanceto deliver a lesson 
tothe Indian, he said: ‘‘Piah, why don’t you 
Indians plow, and raise crops and build 
houscs? You oughtto work. If you did, you 


would not hiveto come here to borrow my 
fire, but could buy fire of your own. Whydon’t 
yeu work like white men?“ 

Lian straightened up ut once and proceeded 
to makeaspeech. ‘*Me great warrior,’’ said 
he. ‘*Warriors no plow. Me goto Washing: 
ton and see John Grant. [The Indians all call 
Grant John.] Jonn Grant great warrior. He 
no work. He no plow. Mesee John Grant's 
squaw. She no work, either, too. Great war- 
viors never work. Tell you what do. 
to John Grant he come here and go with me. 
We go out and fight Rapahoes and Cheyennes, 
and kill plenty braves, and get plenty squaws. 
Then squaws work, and me and Jolin Grant 
have bully goodtime. No work—no plow—no 
nothing.“ N 

Whether the proposition was ever forwarded 
to Grant, we do not know. 

Utes and Sioux. 
[From the Denver News. ] 

Ancflticer in the army who has spent a good 
many years On the frontier says the Sioux are 
efraid of the mountain Utes, their dread of 
them dating back fitty years. In those days 
both tribes found choice hunting onthe Lara- 
mie plains. The Utes were disposed to regard 
the Sioux as intruders, and finally forbade them 
into that region for the purpose of 

The Sioux continued to come 
disregarding the claims of the 
Ltes, and challenging them to contest 
vith bow and arrow, the tirearm being 
unknown among them at that time, 
One summer the Utes gop wind of an intended 
hunt by the Sioux, and set out to intercept the 
enemy. A party of several hundred rode up 
into the mountains north of where Fort Steele 
nowis, and ambuscaded in a narrow canon, 
the sides of which were covered with «thick 
growth of timber, affording the most perfect 
conceaiment. The Sioux hunters, over a bun 
dred strong, came filing down thronga the 
canon, when, ata signal, the Utes, from their 
concealed posit‘on, opened upon them with 
arrows. The surprise was so complete tht 
over one hundred of the Sioux were slain then 
, nd there. The sioux have since became pro- 
ficient inthe same kind of ticties in warring 
with the whites, tut to this day they are afraid 
of the mountain Ltes.

Oneof the brothers said to a revorter 
yesterday, in speaking of the untortunate In 
dian Agent's early lite: 

Young Nathan was very ambitious,and could 
not content himself with the quiet life in the 
Village. He was ambitivusfor an education, 
and Clinton suvs he remembers taking Nathan 
ina wegon to Hudson,wbhere he went to attend 
college, The journey consume t an entire day 
each way,and the roads were well nigh impass- 
able, it being necessary in some places to lay 
Jown rails to getoverthe mud. He was tur 
from being strong physicaliv, his health he 
ing x»lwoys been poor. Ue was unable to do the 
harder work ot the tarmi,and his tatoer boaght 
him atin unk, and Nathan commeneed busi- 
ness for bimselt, going about the country on 
foot peddling Yankee notions, etc. Suddeny 
ne disappeared, and his triends learned that he 
wesin New Orlenns, where he was stricken with 
vellow fever.

Gen. Alfred Pleasonton’s Experience in 

Fighting the Red Men. 


[From the New York Sun. ] 
WASHINGTON, October 6.—The Ute Indians 
have been ebeated. That was undoubtedly the 
origin of the uprising. The army, after nearly 
balfa century ot experience in fighting Indians, 
is unable to cope with them. The Indian of- 


fice can start a tribe on the warpath with great 
facility. The regular army cannot subdue the 
mountain tribes without the expenditure of 
vast sums of money and great loss of life, 
and then only by force of overwhelming num- 
bers. ; 

The massacre ot Custer by the Indians was 
only a repetition of the Dade massacre by the 
Seminole Indians in Florida in 1536, and the 
destruction of Thornburgh aud his command 
iz only a second edition of the Custer horror. 
The army has been fighting Indians for over 
half a century, and yet it has not profited by its 
experience in indian wurtare. 

General Alfred Pileasonton, who commanded 
the cavairy of the army of tas Potomac in 
the war of the rebellion, is an old Indian 
fighter. He was a First Lieutenant under 
General Harney When that veteran Indian 
fighter conquered and made peace with tue 
Sioux Indians in 1855-565. General Pleasanton 
suys: 

Our system of fighting is sadly defective. Our 
troops are not trained to the Indians’ method 
of warfare. An Indian campaignis astarving 
campaign. Soldiers fighting Indians should 
not be encumbered with tents, wagon trains, 
beef cattle, andcamp luggage. Officers must 
leave their hair mattresses and tents at head- 
quarters. The command must travel with 
speed, besring only enbhugh bread and salt and 
dried beef to sustain flife, relying altogether 
upon the game in the country through which 
they pass lor fresh wegt. I see that Gen, Sher- 
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man charses the deteat of Thoruburgh's mall 
command to lack of numbers of our atmy. 
That is nonsense. We do not need a larger 
army. When General Harney conquered tne 
ureaut Sioux pation the regular army was com- 
nosed ofonly ten regiments of infantry aud 
live regiments of cxvairy. Harney had only 
2,000 men, but be understood the art of Indian 
wartare.”" * * ® 
OUR BAD INDIAN SYSTEM. 

Wnat is the cause of the uprising ot the 
Utes?'’ the correspondent inquired. 

»The system of managing Indian affairs. 
Gen. Pk asonten repiied. ‘‘inthe first place, 
thengent at White River had no business to 
plough uptheland around the agency. The 
fand belongs tothe Indians. They alone have 
the right to say to what uses it shall be pat. 
The agency systemis a fraud any way. The 
egent’s business is to deal out supplies to the 
Indians. eis net charged with either their 
salvation or their civilzation. It is not hits 
business to make them plough if they prefer to 
hunt. Depend upon it, the agent has ploughed 
up ground to raise corn to sell to the Indians. 
Wen the I-dians raised a di-turbauce poor 
Thornburgh was given three companies of cav- 
ulry mounted on stiff legged horses, heavy, 
comberseme wagons loaded with supplies, and 
n cout to show him the way to the agency. in 
dian signs were observed near Milk River. The 
wagons were left behind, and Thornburgh, wiih 
ace‘acbment of his troops, rode uround a 
curon, where it was believed an ambush had 
been laid, to get upon the flank of the Indians. 
‘Lhey then rusted in between him and his wa- 
gons, Oulflanking him, and attacked in front 
tnd bel ind. Thornburgh and thirteen ot his 
men were killed in trying to get Dack to their 
upon. 

he Ute country is rich in minerals. White 
men haveentered the Indian lands in pro- 
. ting parties. The Government has tailed to 

cep its treaty obligations with the Utes, anda 
Nat is the result. It the Government would 
Obey the very letter ot treaty stipulations, there 
would be no. Indian wars. But the Govern. 
ment does not give the Indiana the protection 
it promised. It insists upon cducating the In. 
dian when he does not want to be educated. 
It insists upon mukingatarmer of him when 
be wisnesto hunt. Agents swindle the tribes 
cout of their supplies, and, when the outraged 
Indians putonthe war paint, troops who do 
not understand the first principles ot Indian 
wurture ure sent to subdue tnem. What won- 
der that the Indians revolt!“ 

The Utes a leur Ago—A Visit 
Meeker. 

From Mr. Stickney’s letter to the Ute Com- 
missicners, under date ot November 27, ex- 
tracts are made below, which will throw light 
upon the condition of things at the White River 
Agency a yearagco. The agency was tuen in 
its old quarters, the removal referred to being 
since accomplished. 

After ricing in tour days about two 
wiles, we resched the White River Valley and 
the Indian agency. The agent, Mr. XN. C. 
Meehor, received us very cordially, and intro- 
duced us tothe scanty quarters and poor fare 
of the agency boarding-house. Wednesday a 
council wes convened, and, as a result, have 
the pleasure to submit herewith the written 
consent of most of the chiefs und head 
Viz., thirty four in number—to ‘‘ whatever dis- 
position the Capotes, Muaches and Weemin- 
ches may make! of the southern and western 
strips of the reservation. 

WANT PEACE. 

The Indians were very triendly, and wished 
the greattatherto distinetly understand that 
they (the White River Utes) do not 
fizit, nor in any way to incur the dispieasure 
ofthe whites. In reyardte the late murder in 
Middle l'ark, they dischhim all connection. 
Washington, who was present at the mo ter, 
Cluiuis to have advi-ed Piah against it, vfs bis 
course was disregarded. lian has not yet re 
turned to the ugency. If he could be caught 
mud punished by the Government authorities 
the « ffect on the Indians would unquestionably

WELL-OFF INDIANS. 

The condition of the White River Indians and 
the sericuituraul capacity of their country seem 
tobe but little Known outsid:of the agenev 
und its vieinege. The old distinction of tha 
Yi:mpa and Grand River bands is rapidly dis 
uppealing, and they all call themselves 
white River’’ Utes. The chiet no. longer has 
ubsolute authority, but acts only in accordance 
withthe will of a majority of his counci.ors, 
Th y are abl weil off—bardly an Indian has less 
than twenty-five ponies. All have good guns 
andansabundance of auminunition. Game is 
plentiful, und the Indians are richtrom their 
hunting. They hunt out-ide the reservation, 
poling two, three and tour hundred 
miles north, preferring to 
then own Fame intact until 
restis gone. They al-o own im common fAlteen 
hurored head of exttle, trom which herd 
beef is supplied. Noneot these cattle are sup 
persed to be killed without the consent ot the 
veert. The White River Valley is so mild and 
nell protected in winter that the herd can 
giuze within sixteen miles of the present 
ugency during the whole season. This is the 
place to which the honorable Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs has ordered the removal of the 
ugency. There the valley is wider and the fall 
or the river so great that irrigating ditches are 
being Casilv Constructed, and a fall of sixty 
leet tor milling purposes can be secured... Tue 
agentis already breaking up the ground, and 
hepes to obtain a Wheat crop, at least, by next 
c@€uoon. 

EINE FARMING COUNTRY. ; 

The settlers on Snake and Bear rivers regurd 
this valley as far superier to their own, and 
better adapted tor grazing and agricultural 
purposes than any other part of this country. 
All seemed to concur that at least five thousand 
Indians cou:d be supported there, the agent, a 
professional farmer, Claiming that be can sup- 
port ten thousand people in that valley and its 
subsidiaries. He alsosays: Inis White River 
range onthe reservation is unequaled in the 
West, and it poses-sesthe great advantage of 
not being trespassed upon by any other herds, 
a condition that diminishes the lavor of herding 
and reduces the losses by estrayvs and stealings. 
This range has a money value of at least 850, 
600. There is no section comparable with it 
south of the divide between White and Grand 
Rivers. This country seems much 
ndapted tor cultivation than the Uncompahgre 
Valley. Itliessouth of the mountain ranges, 
which protect it trom the extreme cold; it rs 
ful.y as neur a railroad, about one hanadred 
and seventy-five miles over a good, natural 
road, and is well removed from the settlers. 
Should it be thought best to consolidate the 
Los Pinos with the White River Agency there 
certainly would be no difficutly in supplving 
them; the White Rivers probably have not 
more than four hundred, certainly less than 
five hondred, and your honorable 
already approximated the number in Ouray’s 
band as ubout one thousand, making a total 
of, at most, one thousand five hundred In- 
diaus.
